not far off. When it 
comes many of us will take to wearing clothes 
which allow a wide choice in the bizarre. 
This is the chance for architectural draughtsmen and 
“perspective merchants” to make notes for future use. 
Since the classic days of Canaletto the figures in 
architectural perspectives have, until recent times, been 
treated in the same realistic convention as the buildings 
and this, of course, required the draughtsman to have 
had the necessary academic training in figure drawing. 
The camera, when it arrived, enabled architects to 
study photographs and thus sketch figures tolerably 
well without bothering about the strictest anatomical 
detail. There was no pretence that the figures need be as 
closely scrutinised as the architecture. In a word they 
were no longer taken seriously. 


HE Easter week-end is now 


The technique used in quick sketches to indicate 
human figures came to influence the finished perspec- 
tives very often, and in this century the conventions used 
to indicate the presence of homo sapiens have swung 
through some pretty wide arcs. 

The late William Walcot’s brilliant drawings and 
etchings at one time set the fashion and no one was 
worried by “people” in perspectives whose legs and 
arms had atrophied and who resembled mummies 
spinning like tops. 

Pin-heads with broom-stick shoulders and ghostly 
legs were in vogue for years. They hardly impeded 
vision of the architecture any more than ghosts but 
served adequately enough to give life and scale. 

The early scarecrows and spooks tended to be tall 
and emaciated but after a time a new race made their 
appearance. These are as broad as they are tall and 
commonly wear gendarmes’ cloaks or duffle coats. 
(They set the fashion for these as civilian wear long 
before they became the rage.) Quite often these sturdier 
manikins lean at an angle of sixty degrees on their 
pointed extremities, braced against a force-eight wind. 
This trick gives the most ordinary of urban streets the 
invigorating atmosphere of a seaside esplanade. 

More recently there has been a noticeable reaction

against the graveyard school towards realism. This is 
in accord with post-war sociological humanism. Much 
trouble is taken to show that people matter as individ- 
uals and they appear with their hoops, bicycles and 
Scotch terriers, garbed in loud-checked clown’s panta- 
loons or, if female, wearing heavy fur coats apparently 
made of a startlingly grained plywood. 

The Emett in all of us comes out in the ancillary 
machines. Motor cars tend either to be 1984 Cadillacs 
or models such as Toad of Toad Hall might have 
driven. 

Virtuosi among draughtsmen nowadays introduce 
helicopters and aircraft, often regrettably obsolete, but 
useful to suggest background noise. The buildings can 
be discerned lurking behind the trees in the background. 
It is they that are now stereotyped. 

On plans it is the symbols for North points and for 
trees that, apart from mannerisms in lettering, have 
changed the same thing. The 
mariner’s compass rose has given birth to some strange 
progeny and there is no reason to believe that the varia- 
tions are yet exhausted. Some of these N-points must 
be very rare and personal, well worth a collector’s 
notice. The most useful variant is the ambivalent one 
which can be the 
North.

The conventions showing trees on plan have surely 
reached an all-time high since the war. They no longer 
look like drops of pond water under a microscope or 
the veins in a blood-shot eyeball but are quite often 
exquisitely drawn sea-creatures with delicate fronds and 


tendrils, so correct botanically that to the know- 
ledgeable each species may be read from its plan alone 
and its age determined within a year or so. 

Perhaps these aboricultural works of art are now 
giving way, under pressure of time, to the well-hoved 
symbol which looks rather like two skipping-ropes in a 
mating dance round a pole. But even this is better than 
the degraded practice of drawing trees on plan with a 
compass. 

So far as we know, the stencil makers who have 
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revolutionised the technique of lettering on drawings 
have not yet offered us stencils for figures or trees. Why 
not? Figures, men, women and children scaled at so 
many feet away from the picture plane, and trees 
classified as poplars, bushy-tops, etc., of graded dia- 
meters would surely be favoured by the baser sort of 
drawing office. 

Anyway it is all very interesting and has served as a 
topic for yet another holiday leader. It remains to wish 
all our readers a healthy and observant Easter. 


EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


IDEAL HOME 


I had time only for a hurried look at the exhibition 
at Olympia last week. It was at its worst, packed with 
too hot and tired humanity, littered with tea cups and 
paper bags. On the first day all is clean and tidy but 
by the second or third week a thick coating of dust has 
settled on the broad backs of the horses of the knights 
in armour which flank the main avenue. These figures 
are very well done but lose much of their effect through 
being badly placed. The castle seen from the distance 
is most effective. 

Nothing need be said about the furnished houses 
except that there is less “peggoty” stuff than usual. 
The Home of the Future with its insect-like inhabitants 
doing a running commentary twelve hours a day seems 
to me to represent the ultimate in human squalor with- 
out shape, colour, humour or taste. I echo the opinion 
of a Lancashire housewife whom I overheard, “’ee I 
as I said last week 
many of the ideas incorporated will undoubtedly 
become realities within the next 25 years. 

ST. PAUL’S PRECINCTS 

The model and drawings of this much talked about 
scheme are at present at the Building Centre but are 
moving on to the House of Commons at the week-end. 

At Thursday’s meeting of the City’s Court of Com- 
mon Council, the scheme was referred to the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee for consideration 
and report; which means that the verdict remains an 
open one. 


THE BRIDGE IN ST. 

PARK 

The Minister of Works has a difficult decision to 
make. The charming suspension bridge over the lake 
in St. James’s Park need a £10,000 overhaul. Even 
when this is done it will still probably be necessary to 
prop it up when large crowds use in on State occasions. 
The complication is that an anonymous testator has left 
£20,000 for a new bridge. This money cannot be used 
for repairing the existing bridge. If no new bridge is 
built the money goes to another purpose (unspecified). 

A design for a new bridge has been prepared. It is 
said to be light and simple the R.F.A.C. seems to 
like the design but has pointed out that the existing

JAMES’S 
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bridge also has merit and is a historic feature of the 
park. The Commission considers that it would be 
better to retain it. 

The Minister thinks that there is a body of opinion in 
favour of the new bridge. The designs have been 
exhibited in the tea-room of the House of Commons 
and members have been asked for their views. 

The design is by Mr. Eric Bedford, the Ministry’s 
chief architect. It is basically of prestressed concrete 
with Portland stone facing, stone decking and a timber 
handrail. The anonymous offer is conditional on the 
bridge being built as proposed (any alteration in the 
design requiring the agreement of the benefactor’s 
Trustees). Another condition is that the old bridge 
must be dismantled by the end of this year and the new 
one finished by the end of next (again the Trustees have 
power to vary these conditions). 

Doubtless the Minister would like to know how the 
public feels about this. If he will kindly make draw- 
ings available he shall have our opinion. My own feel- 
ing is that unless it is a very Maillart of a bridge we 
should keep the existing one. I understand that “an 
artist’s impression” of the bridge will have appeared in 
the press before you read this. I have not seen it. 


MARS IN MANCHESTER 

The M.A.R.S. group exhibition “Turn Again” shown 
last year at the Royal Exchange, London, has been put 
on in the City Art Gallery, Manchester. The exhibition 
now includes the So-High Soho model whose claim 
to fame now appears to be (according to a blurb) that 
it cost £3,500. 

I do not know whether any alterations have been 
made to Turn Again. If it is as it was in London I 
think it may puzzle hard-headed Manchester. 


BLAMING THE ARCHITECT 

It would be foolish to blame the whole profession 
for the inefficiency of part of it but the amount of 
criticism directed at architects in the national daily 
press should make us all think seriously. If half the 
criticisms are justified the position is bad enough. It is 
useless for us to claim that we are designing better 
houses, better schools and better office buildings, if our 
job administration is bad. Architects constantly com- 
plain of the delays in getting a job started but it is 
extraordinary how often one hears or reads complaints 
about delays in carrying out the work due to what are 
euphemistically called “Architects’ second thoughts”. 
This frequently means that the architect had not pre- 
viously thought about the subject at all. It is not 
always the architect’s fault that he has insufficient time 
to design a building, but it is always made to appear so 
afterwards. 

Most unfortunate of all is the fact that many of the 
best designers are those most given to “second thoughts” 
this plays straight into the hands of bad architects 
through the second rate designer with first rate organis- 
ing ability. 
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A.R.C.U.K. JUBILEE 

This is the Jubilee year of the original Architects 
Registration Bill. A letter from Sir lan MacAlister in 
the March issue of the R.I.B.A. Journal draws atten- 
tion to this fact. I do not know whether A.R.C.ULK. is 
to lead formal celebrations but whether they do or not 
all architects will wish to remember the private member, 
Sir Thomas Moore, Hon. A.R.I.B.A., who introduced 
and successfully fought for the Bill. Those who 
remember it will know that the battle was long and 
arduous and that the Bill was passed only just in time. 
We owe Sir Thomas Moore a great deal. I only hope 
that the occasion will not be allowed to pass without 
some mark of recognition from all architects. In 1938 
the Amending Bill was passed largely owing to the skill 
and tenacity of Sir Alfred Bossom; he too deserves our 
thanks. But in remembering these “founders and bene- 
factors” let us not forget the power behind the throne. 
the evergreen Sir lan MacAlister himself.

Clerks of Works 


Dear Sir,—I am pleased Mr. Gibbons of the Institute 
of Clerks of Works has replied to your leading article 
(23.2.56) pointing out that there are already established 
examinations for clerks of works. This Association has 
been conducting a diploma examination for clerks of works 
since 1949, consisting of a written and oral examination in 
six subjects. The increasing interest in the examination 
demonstrates that clerks of works are becoming more 
aware of the necessity for study, leading to a recognised 
qualification and while not disparaging the qualities of the 
older well-experienced men, there can be no doubt that 
an appropriate technical qualification is essential for the 
competent clerk of works involved with the modern tech- 
niques of the building industry. 

The real need is not to have a greater number of exam- 
inations but rather a coordination of the efforts of all 
clerks of works towards proper recognition of their status, 
not merely educational but in all its aspects. 

While not opposed to the existence and co-operation of 
the R.I.B.A. and R.LC.S. in any moves towards the im- 
provement of the clerk of works position, we feel that the 
emphasis in the last paragraph of your leading article 
should be reversed with the clerks of works themselves 
taking the initiative in the efforts at self improvement, and 
not waiting for others to take the lead and responsibility.

Building Teachers’ Conference 


NEW two-year certificate course, 

designed to give advanced train- 
ing to men of maturity and experience 
who seek to become general foremen, 
was the main theme of the morning 
session of the Building Teachers’ Con- 
ference held at 82 New Cavendish 
Street on Saturday, 17th March. 


The new course is intended to give 
potential foremen that wider educa- 
tion which is essential in contemporary 
building practice. 

Applicants for the course will be 
required to have passed an approved 
course of study. Normally this will 
entail possession of a full technological 
certificate. But it is pointed out that 
older men with suitable qualifications 
of experience as foremen, even with- 
out such certificates, are not debarred. 


Details of the course are contained 
in the City and Guilds of London 
Institute’s pamphlet No. 98: General 
Foremanship Studies in relation to the 
Building Industry. The price is 6d., 
post free from the Department of 
Technology, 31 Buchin Place, South 
Kensington, London, S.W.7. 


The examination for the course (set 
by the City and Guilds of London 
Institute) will comprise three written 
papers. The first of these will cover 
subjects not hitherto considered an 
essential part of foreman training, 
namely Elements of Supervision and 
Industrial History. These subjects 
have been included on the recom- 
mendation of the British Institute of 
Management. The other two papers 
cover Site Administration and Control 
and Personnel Administration and 
Site Organization and Method. It is 
realized that the course, which may 
suitably be completed studying two 
evenings a week during college 
sessions over a period of two years, is 
a crowded one. The examinations will 
be set, not to “floor” the candidate but 
to find out what he has absorbed. 


Notes for the guidance of teachers 
are shortly to be issued, 

“Work Study and its application to 
Building” was the subject of the after- 
noon session at which papers were 
read by Mrs. Taylor of Urrwick, Orr 
and Partners Ltd. and Mr. Broadbent 
of John Laing. 

Introducing the speakers, Mr. E. L. 
Jones, M.B.E., said that work study 
was new to the Building Industry and 
it became clear during the discussion 
that there are many problems to be 
overcome by those who seek to apply 
work study principles. That work 
study, properly applied, can and does 
work in the industry to the benefit of 
employee and management was 
demonstrated by 'Mr. Broadbent. Mr. 
Broadbent described work study as a 
systematic means of studying method, 
equipment, materials and conditions. 
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This he said involved studying the 
work people for their own good. 

One of the questions which recurs 
in connection with work study and 
building is “What does it offer the 
Building Industry which it hasn't 
already got?” Mr. Broadbent's answer 
to this is saving of time and labour. 
He quoted as an example a firm build- 
ing 100 houses a year using 70-80 men. 
The saving of one man represents a 
saving of £5 per house. 

Mr. Broadbent said Laings made 
little use of stop-watch studies but 
considerable use of production studies. 
He admitted that application of work 
study principles was not always easy 
with craft activities but could always 
be applied with advantage. 

Mr. D. A.G. Reid, B.Sc., A.M.LC.E., 
made an important point in suggesting 
that work study principles should be a 
part of student training. 


Summing up, the Chairman said that 
the craftsman does not like being told 
how to do his job. He said there was 
much to be said for Method Study. 
But it must be done in the right way 
and as ‘Mrs. Taylor had already said 
with the co-operation of the unions 
and the men. The use of the stop- 
watch, Mr. Jones said, should be 
avoided and the stress should be 
watching the job and not the men. 
Finally, the men must be assured that 
their bonuses will not be adversely 
affected and can be improved without 
extra effort. 

R. W. Carr, proposing the vote of 
thanks, said that work study should 
form part of the architects training. 


Testimonies of Study 


The Board of Architectural Educa- 
tion have approved a regulation to 
come into effect immediately that a 
candidate may not submit any Testi- 
monies of Study in connection with 
the R.I.B.A. Intermediate examination 
until he can produce evidence of 
holding the qualifications in general 
education required for the Probationer- 
ship of the R.I.B.A. 


Membership of R.S.H. 


The Royal Society of Health has 
agreed that the passing of the Ordin- 
ary Final and Direct Final Examina- 
tions of the Institute of Quantity 
Surveyors shall be accepted as qualifi- 
cations for Ordinary Membership of 
the Society. 


The S.P.A.B. Annual Course 


The Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings is again providing 
facilities for architects and surveyors 
interested in and responsible for old 
buildings to obtain knowledge of its 
principles and methods of repair, and 
is arranging its annual Course, con- 
sisting of lectures, discussions and 
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visits, to cover the many 
aspects of repair work.

The exhibition at the RWS 
Galleries will be much wider in scope 
and will include models of peasant 
cottage interiors and examples of 
regional costume as well as pottery, 
folk toys, weaving, painting and wood 
sculpture.

URING 1940 much of the shopping centre of 

Southampton near Above Bar was damaged by 
enemy action. Messrs. Boots Cash Chemist’s largest 
branch in Southampton was amongst those completely 
destroyed. 

On the 28th October, 1955 Messrs. Boots opened a 
new store on the site of the original shop and incorpor- 
ated in the planning of this particular branch are some 
of the very latest details in modern shop planning, as 
applied particularly to Drug Stores. 

The shop itself has been designed in accordance with 
the rebuilding scheme for Southampton’s new town 
centre, and the main facade to Above Bar is finished in 
Portland stone and was designed by the City Architect 
Mr. L. Berger, Dip.Arch., A.R.1L.B.A. 

A great deal of the site clearance work had to be 
done to remove the rubble and basements of the old 
buildings and, although a sandy gravel was reached at

foundation depth, only 14 ton per square foot was per- 
mitted for site loading. Further research into site con- 
ditions suggested that, since the site was adjacent to an 
ancient Spa, water might be encountered after pro- 
longed rains; and it was therefore decided to water- 
proof the basement. It was also necessary to support 
the adjoining walls and, as bricks were in short supply, 
the basement was constructed as a reinforced concrete 
box together with the ground floor slab. This box 
formed the base for the main steel frame above ground 
floor level. 

The branch is planned to accommodate all stock- 
rooms in the basement where stock is delivered direct 
from delivery wagons to the basement by conveyor with 
a minimum of handling. The stockrooms are a series 
of flexible shelved units which can be increased or 
decreased in size by the movement of the transverse 
shelving partitions. An experiment has been made in 
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Store at Southampton T 
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the installation of loud speakers in the stock rooms to 
facilitate quick re-stocking of merchandise to the 
counters. The loud speakers are controlled by power 
handsets operating from the sales counters. 

The ground floor is given over entirely to a Sales 
Area, and is served from the stockrooms below by 
means of goods service lifts. The shop front is designed 
with a central “look through” window flanked with a 
battery of three armour-plate doors on either side giving 
a wide view of the shop interior from the pavement. 

Interior shop fixtures and counters are faced in ash, 
stained grey, the counter trays and upper portions of the 
wall display fixtures are in sycamore. The wall dis- 
play fixtures are independently illuminated by a series 
of fluorescent tubes behind small vertical and horizontal 
baffles. Introduced into the continuous 8” deep black 
frieze above the wall fixtures are merchandise signs of 
yellow transparent plastic on edge letters illuminated 
from behind to indicate the various departments. 
Similar signs are suspended from the ceiling down the 
centre of the shop. 

A further notable feature on this floor is the lighting 
of the island counters which is accomplished by a 
specially designed cyma shaped canopy erected over 
each island. Housed in each wing of this canopy are 
twelve recessed reflector units and in the centre of the 
canopy four cold cathode grids are housed behind a 
perspex diagrid louvre. Each of these units offers 
approximately eighty lumens per square foot over the 
sales counter. The uppermost side of the canopy 
together with the suspension rods have been painted out 
in the same colour as the ceiling, thereby effecting the 
appearance of a floating wing without visible means of 
support. As there is no background lighting the ceiling 
has been left in an unfinished state with the heating and 
ventilating services applied direct. The whole of the 
ceiling is finished in stippled midnight blue. 

The columns of the main steelwork have been 
polished and lacquered in spun brass finish to resemble 
the metal used in the shop front. Two tone green ware- 
rite has been used to cover the wall space adjacent to 
the main entrance doors and around the main staircase 
and lift well. The lift itself has been specally designed 
with an illuminated display panel inside the car and 
there are also illuminated mirrors outside the lift 
enclosures. 

A new type of studded rubber non-slip floor cover- 
ing has been used on this floor and it is hoped that this 
will give customers and staff all the virtues of rubber 
floor coverings and at the same time eliminating the 
main defect of most shop floors in wet weather. 

A feature of the main stairs is that the treads and 
handrails are of laminated timber, the lamination layers 
give a pleasing contrast in colour and texture. The 
stair-treads cantilever 12” beyond the face of the spand- 
ril. Georgian wire glass is used in the infilling of the 
balustrade. 

On the first floor a completely circular library is the 
main feature, a central column finished in two tones of 
slate grey gives an optical disappearance through the 
centre of an inverted saucer ceiling finish of pale lemon 
yellow. The base of this column is fitted with a hex- 
agonal upholstered seat and a specially designed light- 
ing feature is mounted on the column. The library book 
shelves are illuminated by fluorescent tubes concealed 





behind a projecting pelmet which is part of the book 


fittings. Difficulty was found in opening the windows 
which are above the bookcases, but specially concealed 
panels were designed to house the winding gears. 
Adjacent to the library is the Christmas Sales Area 
which out of season can be screened off with full cur- 
tains on curved tracks with a masking pelmet. 

The second floor is given over entirely to staff rooms. 
The general staff tearoom is situated over the library 
and has a raised sun lounge which follows the library 
contours and overlooks a fine view of the shipping in 
the upper reaches of Southampton water. The main 
steel frame was not taken above second floor level, but 
was replaced by high tensile steel columns and lattice 
beams which have been left uncovered and painted in 
with the main colour scheme. 

The heating of both Sales floors and the basement 
consists of a plenum system with convector heaters for 
additional local heating. In addition to this, hot air- 
blowers are installed at the main entrance doors to 
eliminate cold draughts. Convector type heaters and

radiators operate in the staff rooms. The heat is sup- 
plied by an automatically controlled oil-fired boiler 
with accelerated low pressure hot water which dis- 
tributes to the air heater battery convectors and 
radiators. 

Mechanical ventilation is provided for the Sales Areas 
and the Basement through the plenum system which 
incorporates an air filter and heater battery in the fresh 
air supply section. This system operates as a normal 
ventilation plant during the summer months, the 
remainder of the building, including staff accommoda- 
tion, having natural ventilation. 

Throughout this shop great care has been given to 
the choice of colours, fabrics and floor coverings and 
everything has been done with the aid of carefully 
selected colour schemes to rectify the monotony usually 
found in the back areas of shop premises. The comfort 
of staff in rest rooms, tea rooms and lavatories has been 
very carefully considered and particular attention has 
been paid in all departments in the selection of 
materials, finishes, lighting and colour.

The Rail-Coach 


A high speed coach seating 50 passengers is powered 
by two 2,000 h.p. electric motors slung low in the 
chassis and these drive a rubber tyred wheel, revolving 
in the vertical plane, which bears on, and runs along, 
a concrete beam or rail. This drive wheel is suppie- 
mented by two pairs of smaller, rubber tyred wheels 
rotating horizontally and gripping the sides of the beam. 
The pneumatic tyres allow considerable traction poweis 
with rapid and complete control in 
braking; furthermore, although the coach has a high 
cruising speed operation is claimed to be virtually 
silent. Using the latest transmission techniques adopted 
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by the French railways and now being taken over in 
this country, the cost of the power could be kept to a 
figure around 4d. per train mile 


The coach is constructed of light weight alloys and 
though primarily a passenger carrying vehicle, it can 
also accommodate baggage or freight pushed in on 
pre-loaded pallets. Being a “saddle” type coach 
straddling the beam rail, supporting frames can be 
elementary post and beam. The car travels above the 
rail, so the super structure is reduced in height. The 
track need not obtrude on the landscape if sympathetic- 
ally handled. In built-up areas, an overhead rail-car 
hurtling above the streets or past first floor windows at 
150 m.p.h. and perhaps at 75 second intervals is not 
likely to be taken kindly by the general public, and 
with this point in mind, the designers of the scheme 
propose running the line of the Air-Rail above exist-

Orthodox Railway 


A suggestion has been made to build a railway spur 
off one of the main lines running into Paddington o7 
Victoria, at a convenient point to London Airport.

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WHITHER 


LL established institutions are regarded as permissible 

“Aunt Sallys” to a greater or lesser degree. This 
State of affairs is due to a belief that those controlling 
them tend to become reactionary in outlook and that the 
attention of a long-established body is focused more on 
the past than on the present. This can happen. Where 
it has happened examination will generally show that the 
seeds of decay were contained in the original constitution 
of the body, the most frequent being the lack of provision 
in the constitution for the direct representation of the 
views of the ordinary member on the governing body. 

In the hundred and twenty years’ history of the R.I.B.A. 
quite a few storms have been weathered and several very 
far-reaching in the have been 
achieved: these are now accepted to such an extent as to 
seem matters of course, but they all produced crises of the 
first order at the particular time. Two measures of funda- 
mental importance to the profession achieved by the 
R.I.B.A. were the system of architectural education and 
the Architects Registration Acts. Neither of these 
measures is yet complete and final. 

It was not till 1847 that anyone seriously consider2d 
the necessity of a proper system for training architects. 
It was in that year that the Architectural Association was 
founded to act as a catalyst. It succeeded over a fairly 
long period, culminating in the R.I.B.A.’s Royal Charter 
of 1887. The A.A. still carries on its work and today has 
the privileged position of a member of the family. It can 
and does criticise the R.I1.B.A. on educational matters and 
is listened to when it does so. Concurrently with the 
system of architectural education the examination system 
was developed. An important feature of it is the scheme 
of recognising the examinations of schools of architecture 
in various parts of the Commonwealth as well as in the 
United Kingdom as giving exemption from the R.I.B.A. 
examinations. This is a point to return to later. 


reforms profession 


To have got the Registration Acts of 1931 and 1938 on 
to the Statute Book at all was an achievement. Whatever 
critics may say about them, they have done much to 
enhance the prestige of the profession; they offer a 
valuable safeguard to the public and, as a corollary, a pro- 
tection to the profession itself. Most of the criticism is 
that they have not gone far enough. This is true, but 
they went as far as the country was ready to accept at 
the time. 

When the R.1.B.A. was founded Britain was a European 
country having a number of overseas dependencies most 
of which were quite undeveloped and governed from 
Whitehall. Now we have the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, an association of completely independent 
sovereign states united only by the Crown. 

The third really important product of the R.I.B.A. was 
the system of autonomous allied societies both at home 
and overseas. Only at the end of the nineteenth century 
did the R.I.B.A. emerge from being a comparatively small 
London society and evolve first into an -island-wide society 
in the British Isles and then into a Commonwealth and 
world-wide society. It would have been obvious and easy 
to form branches and to have retained a tightly con- 
structed pyramid controlled from the summit. The 
system that was adopted, involving almost complete inde- 
pendence coupled with a degree of remote control, was one

of far-sighted wisdom which will reap a reward, less by 
the positive dividends it will show than by the natural 
tendencies towards disruption that it will restrain 

A more recent but more rapid development has gone 
furthest in the United Kingdom but is happening also in 
each Commonwealth country. It is the aspect of socialisa- 
tion, with the swing from private enterprise to 
responsibility. This has brought about at an increasing 
rate the change from a profession of self-employed to one 


state 


of employees in architecture. 

The R.I.B.A. is now, or very shortly will be, a society 
composed of men qualified by 
examination after a rigorous training. It will soon include 
in its membership pretty well the entire profession, for 
there will be very few who do not take advantage of 
membership when they have had to qualify anyway in 
order to get on the register. That applies to the United 
Kingdom. Much less sweeping statements would have to 
be made for other Commonwealth countries, though even 
now some seventeen per cent of the membership of the 
R.1.B.A. is living and practising overseas. 


The R.LB.A. is governed by a Council which is elected 
on a broad democratic basis, about half the members 
being elected by the direct vote of all corporate members 
in the United Kingdom and Eire and the other half being 
elected or appointed by Allied Societies on a constituency 
basis. One-third of the elected members retire each year. 
Allied Societies’ representatives hold office for either one or 
two years. It is therefore clear that the Council cannot 
become an entrenched cabal. With the revision of the 
bye-laws governing the constitution and election of the 
Council recently adopted, much of the limitation of choice 
by the electorate of the classes of membership to repre- 
sent them on the Council will be removed. There is, 
therefore, no truth in the accusation that the government 
of the R.I.B.A. is in the hands of the “old gang”; but even 
if there were, it would be due to the apathy of the elector- 
ate, the general body of members. There is apathy. Over 
a period of years the proportion of voting papers returned 
for scrutiny at the annual Council elections has never risen 
appreciably above one-third. 

The R.I.B.A. Board of Architectural Education has 
certain delegated powers in connection with the adminis- 
tration of architectural education and examinations but 
all matters of policy are reserved for decision by the 
R.I.B.A. Council. The other committees of the Institute 
stand in the position of expert advisers to the Council: 
they have no delegated powers. There is a further forum 
for the expression of opinion of the rank and file of the 
profession in the meetings of the Allied Societies Con- 
ference. This body is composed of representatives of 
every Allied Society, Branch and Chapter in the Common- 
wealth. While the Conference has no executive powers it 
reports directly to the Council and its views are given 
serious attention. 

The constitution and machinery of the Institute is able 
to reflect the opinion of the general body of members 
and is competent to cope with future developments in the 
profession both at home and overseas. A review of future 
developments will be of interest and not altogether guess- 
work.

No. 2* THE HEADQUARTERS 
N the 16th March, the Rt. Hon. Buchan-Hepburn, 
M.P., Minister of Works, opened the new Head- 
quarters in Micklegate of the York Institute of Archi- 
tectural Study. These Headquarters were formally the 
church of St. John the Evangelist. 

The date when this church was built is obscure but 
it is mentioned in a Papal document of 1194 and by that 
time consisted of an aisle-less structure to which a 
tower had been added circa 1150. As was common with 
the majority of churches, additions, alterations and 
repairs appear to have taken place during the centuries. 

In 1519, however, the chancel was in a bad state of 
repair and to add to this unhappy circumstance the 
steeple blew down in 1551. The tower had begun to lean 
to the west but before the calamity two flying buttresses 
had been constructed. The present timber framed top 
stage to the tower, shown on the photograph (p. 301), 
was apparently built in 1646. 

This tower, still leaning, is noteworthy not only for 
being the only Norman tower remaining in York but 
also because the timber framed upper stage was built 
during the Commonwealth. 

Unfortunately, the church no longer filled its original 
roll and it remained empty for a number of years. 

In October, 1938, it was taken over by the Corpora- 
tion. It was later delivered to the York Civic Trust and 
in 1955 restored to designs by Dr. W. A. Singleton, 
M.A., B.Arch., F.R.1.B.A., to befit it as the Head- 
quarters of the York Institute of Architectural Study. 

This scheme of restoration and conversion was 
prepared to satisfy three fundamental conditions. First, 
that as far as possible, both internally and externally, 
no structural alterations or restorations should be made. 
Any necessary work had to be in the nature of con- 
solidation or repair, and as little new construction 
introduced as possible. Secondly, that the building 
should be used as a “live” exhibit to illustrate the 
various techniques of conservative repair so that it 
could provide a practical example of the Institute's 
courses on “Protection and Repair of Historic Build- 
ings.” Thirdly, that while observing the two foregoing 
conditions the building should be converted to provide 
the necessary accommodation for the Institute both at 
present and in the future. 

In order to achieve the first of these conditions, no 
alterations of any kind have been made to the external 
fabric. The only work undertaken has been that of 
preservation and repair. This applies equally to walls, 
roofs, windows and doors. Internally, there have been 
no structural modifications. All partitions and other 
necessary work are of a non-loadbearing type. Every 
feature of the various phases in the history of the 
building has been preserved and exhibited to the best 
advantage.

The second condition has been achieved by using a 
variety of the best techniques and methods taught by 
the Institute in its courses. For example, several methods 
of stone repair and consolidation have been incorpor- 
ated in the exterior walls. 

Bearing in mind the first two conditions, the building 
has been divided up to provide the Institute with the 
necessary rooms to carry out its work efficiently for 
many years to come. Great care has been taken to carry 
out all the work, whether repair or new work, in a 
sympathetic manner and without any form of restora- 
tion or reproduction. Each design and material has been 
carefully detailed or selected to provide a solution 
harmonious with the historic features of the building. 

One difficulty was to assess the future requirements 
of the Institute since so much of its work is of a pioneer 
and experimental nature. A simple plan was therefore 
evolved to give the necessary basic accommodation. 
This comprises a lecture room, library. directors’ room, 
exhibition hall and accommodation for a tutor, secre- 
tary and cloaks. 

The lecture room, which accommodates sixty people. 
has been achieved by filling in the arcades on either 
side of the nave with non-structural partitions. 

The library at the north-east corner of the building 
is two-bayed. Like all the other rooms in the aisles, it 
has been formed by dividing off a portion of the aisles 
by 7 foot high partitions. This has been adopted in order 
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to open up to view the whole of the fine original ceiling. 
The heraldic the ceilings have been 
emblazoned. 

One of the notable features is the accommodation 
which has been provided both in the entrance hall and 
rooms for exhibiting photographs and drawings. By 
these it is hoped to enlighten the general public and 
others of the important work the Institute is carrying 
out. 

The finishes for the whole building has been chosen 
primarily to harmonise with the existing stone and 
timber fabric of the building. The walls are of three- 
coat rough textured plaster finished with a wood 
“float”. No dressed stonework has been plastered or 
covered in any way. The few ledger slabs which were 
found intact have been preserved and relayed as the 
floor in the entrance and exhibition hall. The remainder 
of the floor is of Opepe wood blocks. A West African 
hardwood, Iroko, has been used for all face joinery 
work. The heating of the entire building is by means of 
seventeen 2kW electric convectors, each fitted with a 
thermostat. 

A simple scheme of decoration has been adopted in 
the building. Three colours only have been used: light 
blue, slate blue and a rich red. In general, the original 
walls are light blue, the arcade partitions slate blue, the 
ceiling panels red. The building contains such a variety 
of planes and conditions of lighting that an infinite 
range of tones of these three colours emerge. 

The building stands back from the Micklegate and 
the opportunity has been taken, through the generosity 
of the Joseph Rowntree Village Trust, to lay out a

small garden which will be open to the public. 

Out of this derelict church has emerged, under Dr. 
Singleton’s guidance, a fitting Headquarters for the 
York Institute of Architectural Study. Here is a “live” 
example of the work which the Institute has been 
preaching so successfully in its courses on the protection 
and repair of historic buildings.

Revised version, Pinkwell Primary School, Hayes 
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Soil for Building Foundations 


A Report of an experiment using stabilised soil instead of concrete for 38 Houses at Stourport 


LL experiment carried out at 
Walshes Estate, Stourport, of 
using stabilised soil instead of con- 
crete for house foundations has proved 
a complete success, both technically 
and financially, the Chairman of the 
Housing Committee, Councillor J. W. 
Bullock, told Stourport Urban District 
Council at a special meeting lately. 

Professor N. Webster, soil engineer- 
ing consultant, said the experimental 
foundations had been subjected to 
every possible test of load, exposure 
to moisture and drying, freezing and 
thawing. They had successfully with- 
stood all these tests, and the severe 
frost of recent weeks had had nc 
adverse effects on them. 

The quantity surveyor, Mr. D. F. J. 
Henri, said the test showed that the 
use of the new process for house 
foundations resulted in a 22 per cent. 
saving in cost and an even higher 
saving could be effected. 

The meeting was called to receive a 
report on the result of the experiment 
of which Stourport Council are the 
pioneers and which may revolutionise 
council house building. It is being 
applied to a portion of the Council's 
“Radburn” scheme, a feature of which 
is that the houses are planned so as to 
face an open space and the main 
access is to the rear. A detailed joint 
report on the foundations was pre- 
sented by the consulting engineers 
and the quantity surveyor. The report 
recalled that the use of stabilised soil 
was first applied to the construction of 
roads at Walshes Farm Estate and it 
was found that a considerable saving 
was effected. The inclusive cost of 
these roads was 27/6d. per yard super 
aS against a traditional construction 
cost of 50/- per yard super. 

These roads had proved to be 
eminently satisfactory and were taking 
a large amount of heavy construction 
traffic—far heavier than the normal 
requirements of a housing estate 
without showing any signs of distress. 
It was therefore reasonable to assume 
that the application of a similar tech- 
nique to the housing foundations might 
well produce a saving both in costs 
and time compared with orthodox 
concrete footings and rafts. These 
ideas were then put forward to the 
Ministry, who, after careful considera- 
tion, considered that a prima facie case 
had been made out. A meeting between 
Ministry representatives and _ the 
various parties concerned was held on 
the site in May of last year and at a 
further meeting at the Ministry Offices 
it was agreed that three blocks of 
houses in the Council's next scheme 
should be used for the experiment. 

A committee, with Mr. Henri as 
chairman, was appointed to consider 
the whole of the work relating to this 
experimental contract in minute detail, 


It was arranged for an exact com- 
parison to be made of the costs of the 
experimental process and those of 
traditional concrete construction, not 
only on a monetary basis but also in 
terms of man hours, machine hours, 
wages, materials and overheads. 

“The site of the works”, the report 
stated, “is a well-drained sandy soil 
overlying Bunter sandstone, and is 
generally suitable for stabilisation. 
Laboratory tests had showed that there 
was a considerable variation in the 
degree of organic contamination, the 
site having previously been cultivated 
as arable land. This contamination 
had been observed when the road 
contract was carried out and a know- 
ledge of the organic contents in the 
soil at different depths over the site 
was essential for the design of the 
stabilised soil works. 

“The experimental site forms part 
of a large housing layout designed by 
Messrs. Stephenson, Young & Part- 
ners, architects and planning consult- 
ants, of Liverpool, who were retained 
by Stourport Council. In designing 
the layout the guiding principle has 
been the keeping down of building 
costs without lowering the standard of 
design. This scheme therefore con- 
sists of a large portion of terrace-type 
houses laid out on the “Radburn 
system” whereby the main vehicle 
access is to the courtyards. By this 
means the length of road per dwelling 
is reduced and a density of 16 houses 
per acre achieved. With all this know- 
ledge available it was decided first of 
all to lay down two experimental 
strips of stabilised soil for the follow- 
ing reasons: (a) To observe the 
behaviour of stabilised soil strips of 
varying widths and depths, under 
loads up to and greater than the 
maximum load per square foot pro- 
duced by the buildings to be erected. 
(b) If experiment (a) was successful to 
ascertain how the cost of stabilised soil 
foundation (designed on the basis of 
experiments) compared with the cost 
of traditional methods, designed in 
accordance with the Model Bye-laws. 
Experiment (a) was divided into two 
parts, first to decide on the type of 
plant to be used, and then to construct 
the test strips and to observe the 
effects of loading them. Experiment 
(b) required two comparable areas of 
sufficient size to warrant the use of 
mechanical plant on each of which the 
same number of dwellings was to be 
built. The second stage of the develop- 
ment of the estate admirably catered 
for this, as it consisted of three blocks, 
numbers 7, 8 and 9. Block 7 contains 
38 dwellings, Block 8 contains 34 
dwellings and Block 9 contains 38 
dwellings. Block 8 is rectangular in 
plan and the other two are triangular. 
It was agreed that Blocks 7 and 8 


should be stabilised and Block 9 con- 
structed in the orthodox manner. It 
was then decided that the contractor 
should use Block 8 first to ascertain all 
the snags of construction, and that a 
true comparison should be made 
between Blocks 7 and 9, each of which 
were similar in shape and contained 38 
dwellings. The two experimental 
strips were laid, one in top soil 7 inches 
and the other in sub-soil 14 inches 
deep. These strips were test-loaded 
seven days later in the presence of the 
Ministry. In the first case a weight of 
4,000 Ibs. on a 5 ft. strip of 14 inches 
brickwork failed to destroy the strip 
and in the second case a weight of 
5,000 Ibs. on a similar strip also failed 
to destroy it. The second strip was 
then flooded from a fire hydrant, and 
24 hours later it was found that the 
5,000 Ib. load had had no effect on 
the stabilised strip. In each case the 
maximum deflection under load was 
one-hundredth of a foot. The result 
of this experiment satisfied all the in- 
terested parties concerned and justified 
going ahead with stabilisation to the 
foundations of Blocks 7 and 8”. 

The report went on to describe in 
detail the procedure agreed to for 
ascertaining the cost of each process on 
the foundations of the blocks so that 
an exact comparison could be made. 
“The contract was duly commenced 
on October 16th with the work of 
Block 8”, the report stated. “After all 
the teething problems had been sorted 
out, work began on Block 7. Mr. 
Colquhoun of the Ministry of Housing 
held a watching brief throughout the 
entire construction work and made 
several visits to the site and took many 
photographs of each part of the con- 
struction. “Work was also commenced 
on Block 9. The work was carried out 
strictly in accordance with the agreed 
procedure, specification and plans and 
under the close direction of the con- 
sulting engineers, who had a resident 
engineer on the site. On Block 7 a 
patch of poor soil was discovered and 
it was necessary to dig a borrow pit 
and remove the poor soil and replace 
from the pit.

Denmark 


HAVE received a very interesting 

abridged Annual Report, which is 
printed in English, of the Danish 
National Institute of Building Research 
for the Fiscal Year 1954/55. The Insti- 
tute is an independent organization 
managed by a board appointed by the 
Minister of Housing. The board con- 
sists of seven members of which two 
are civil engineers and two are archi- 
tects. The objects of the Institute are 
admirable, they are ‘to pursue, promote, 
and co-ordinate technical, economical 
and other investigations and research 
activity for the purpose of improving 
standards and reducing expenditure in 
connection with building activities, and 
to provide information services per- 
taining to the results of the building 
research.” The organization seems to 
be somewhat different from that of 
the B.R.S. in this country as is also 
the scope of its work. In general the 
work is much more closely related to 
building, planning, components and 
equipment than that of the B.R.S., and 
it seems to be rather less associated with 
research and testing of building mater- 
ials. In consequence the Danish station 
is staffed primarily by civil engineers 
and architects rather than by chemists 
and physicists. The research work of 
the Institute is under the direction of 
two architects, two civil engineers, and 
one political scientist who have a staff 
of 19 civil engineers, 19 architects, a 
political scientist, 4 agriculturists, 
2 draftsmen, 2 calculators, a librarian, 
and 20 office workers. In the school 
department there are, in addition, a 
civil engineer, 10 architects, 2 draftsmen 
and an office worker. The income 
grant appears from the report to have 
been tripled from that in the previous 
year so that it has been able to under- 
take many new projects. The Institute 
also appears to draw on the services of 
specialists outside its own staff in 
connection with a number of projects. 

The more architectural approach is 
not only very interesting but is certainly 
reflected in the subjects covered in the 
project reports. It points in a direction 
which B.R.S. has only so far commenced 
to go in recent years, and is a direction 
in which it might advantageously be 
expanded. 

Some of the work is very similar to 
certain B.R.S. projects, such as studies 
of multi-storey buildings, experience in 
the use of certain systems of building, 


tHE 


and comparative costs of components 
in various countries. These are all fields 
where the services of architect and 
engineer staff are especially useful. 

In the building material field some 
studies have been made in association 
with the Academy of Technical Science 
and with individual specialists; these 
are similar to B.R.S. research work, such 
as plastering on light-weight concrete 
walls, durability of concrete construc- 
tions and economical design of rein- 
forced concrete slabs. Two particularly 
interesting subjects are concerned with 
the proofing of walls against rain 
penetration, and heat insulating fillers 
in cavity brick walls. 

In the timber sphere are studies on 
the type selection of wooden windows 
and interior doors, their mounting and 
fittings, which is work of particular 
interest to architects and which needs 
their aid in reaching solutions. Similarly 
experimental work on painting windows, 
including the use of special pre-treat- 
ment for water-proofing of the wood, is 
in hand and it is to be hoped that the 
results will be made available, as in this 
country we are in need of the same 
knowledge to aid the reduction of 
maintenance costs of painting. 

A project on the fire resistance of 
front doors and their frames would 
seem to be duplicating, to a large 
measure, a similar study made at the 
Fire Research Station at Elstree some 
years ago which ultimately led to the 
preparation of B.S. 459, Part 3. A 
comparison of the results of these two 
studies might be of considerable benefit 
to both countries. 

The construction of small chimneys 
is being studied in connection with the 
new Danish National Building Law and 
its conclusions will be interesting to 
read in relation to the several B.R.S. 
publications on this subject and the 
B.S. Code of Practice. The results of 
much of the other work in progress will 
be valuable for comparison with similar 
work in this country, such as the studies 
concerning consumption of heat in 
dwellings, comparison of the cost of oil 
and coal heating, cost of electrical 
heating and hot air heating plants for 
small homes. 

In the field of acoustics the Danish 
Institute is to publish a popular guide 
to the subject of insulation and it will 
will be very enlightening to examine 
the advice given in relation to the advice 
available in this country, and particu- 
larly as to whether a reasonable degree 
of sound insulation is possible at an 
economical cost. In association with the 
acoustical laboratory at the Technical 
University of Denmark a study is being 
made of new types of storey partitions, 
a subject in which architects in many 
countries are now extremely interested. 


ARCHITEC! 
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One group of work relates to the 
rationalization of working procedures 
in building and many of the subjects are 
similar to studies which the B.R.S. has 
been making concerned with building 
methods and building equipment. The 
study of dry building methods is of 
great importance as it is concerned with 
the effect of moisture on productivity, 
on the strength of construction materials, 
and on the possibilities of decreasing 
the effect of moisture through the 
selection of alternative materials and 
building methods. The increased use of 
dry construction would be very bene- 
ficial to the building industries of most 
countries, especially those with cold or 
wet climates, if costs can be kept 
within those resulting from the tradi- 
tional methods. 

A further section of the report 
concerns itself with work on _ type 
selection and standardization. In this 
group is the subject of modular co- 
ordination as the Institute is the Danish 
representative for the European Pro- 
ductivity Agency study being carried 
out jointly by B.R.S. and B.S.1. in this 
country and 10 other countries. A 
special study of kitchen equipment has 
been made and appears to have led to a 
set of standard kitchen units. A study of 
the interior staircase as a_ building 
component for standardization is in 
progress; it is taking account of such 
questions as traffic and the demands 
made in relation to garbage chutes, 
meter cabinets and cables, sound 
absorption and illumination. Special 
attention has been given to garbage 
chutes which it is said are customary and 
more or less uniformly designed in all 
Dan‘sh apartment buildings, but it is 
felt that the existing minor deviations 
could be reduced with a view to nation 
wide standardization. 

A whole section of the Institute’s 
work is related to the design and 
construction of farm buildings, which 
is a field of building which does not 
appear to have received much attention 
at B.R.S. although some work on the 
subject seems to be handled in the 
agricultural research stations. It is a 
subject which demands collaboration 
between the architects and the building 
interests with those of the agricultur- 
ists. Among the many spheres which 
have been studied is the maintenance of 
sheet iron roofs and it seems certain that 
if any worth-while conclusions are 
reached they should be published also 
in this country where, as in Denmark, 
metal sheeting is widely used on roofs 
of farm buildings and is a cause of 
continual and heavy maintenance ex- 
penditure by farmers and farm property 
owners.

As subjects of very direct concern to 
the architect are prominent in_ thts 
report it may be that it will provide 
useful evidence to support the B.R.S. 
in claiming more funds to extend this 
side of its work. Doubtless there is no 
desire to reduce or discontinue any of 
the work in the chemical and physical 
spheres as it has been so extremely 
valuable, but an increase of its architect 
staff might help greatly the usefulness 
of the station to assist the profession 
and building industry in the solution of 
problems outside the spheres of chem- 
istry and physics. It seems certain that 
persons with architectural training and 
background could be found who have 
the right approach and type of mind 
to aid research, especially if they are 
allowed to look at the problems from 
their own professional view point. The 
architects and engineers of the Danish 
Institute certainly seem to be tackling 
many problems of a quite different 
nature from most of the building 
research projects in this country and 
giving very acceptable information to 
their fellow practitioners.

Electrical Exhibition 


HE fifth Electrical Engineers’ Exhibition ran from the 

20th to the 24th of this month at Earls Court. There 
was a wide variety of new and improved products on show, 
among these switch-gear and light fittings were of parti 
cular interest. 

The illustrations on this page have been taken from the 
exhibit of Thorn Electrical Industries Ltd. Fig. | shows a 
five-way fitting with ceiling spacer assembly in the new 
range of Forrest Modern Glassware which was being shown 
for the first time. This series, in similar fashion to the 
existing Forrest Modern metal fittings, consists of a numbe 
of simple basic components which can be assembled to 
form an infinite variety of fittings. Seven different shapes 
of diffuser (Fig. 5) have been made from pure white satin 
glass chosen for its exquisite beauty, and specially made jet 
black P.V.C. flex to contrast with the glass and polished 
brass accessories. An ingenious suspension assembly 
enables the diffuser to be fitted or removed without touch- 
ing the lampholder. By the simple interchanging of ceiling 
plates and spacer arms a range of pendants and wall 
brackets can be built up that is as flexible as it is fascinat 
ing. Further interesting variations are possible by sus

Britain’s nuclear power station construction pro- 
gramme provides for twelve such stations to be built 
at a cost of some £300 million in the next ten years. 


The First Ten Years 


Work will start on the first two nuclear power stations 
in 1957. These will each have two gas-cooled reactors 
and the stations will be in operation by 1960/61. Two 
further gas-cooled reactor stations — each housing 
two reactors of improved type—to be begun in 
1958/9 will come into service by 1963. The output of 
these four stations will be between 400,000 and 
800,000 kilowatts. 

The construction of two groups of four stations 
each will begin in 1960 and 1961/2 and they will be 
supplying electricity to the Grid by 1963/4 and 1965 
respectively. The first group of stations will probably 
have one gas-cooled reactor each. The second group 
will probably utilise liquid-cooled reactors — one 
high rated reactor each. These stations will add well 
over 1,000,000 kilowatts to the nation’s power 
resources. 

The Second Ten Years 


By 1975, it is anticipated that nuclear reactor power 
stations in Britain will have an aggregate installed 
capacity of between 10,000,000 and 15,000,000 
kilowatts ; and about half the national consumption of 
electricity will be derived from nuclear energy.
